A resolution requesting the resignations of the entire Board of Direc- 
tors was read, and after considerable discussion, passed. The main points 
of several other resolutions passed were as follows: That necessary pro- 


ceedings be taken to procure the 
transfer of the Alpine Milk Co. to 
the Central Alberta Dairy Pool; the. 
incoming board was urged to adopt 
the recommendations of the Gov- 
ernment report; an auditor’s report 
is to be sent to each member of the 
organization before the annual 
meeting, so that each member will 
have an opportunity to inspect the 
financial status of the Pool before 
attending the meeting. 
Resolation Defeated 

A résolution to instruct the incom- 
ing Board of Directors to ask for 
and enforce the. resignation of the 
manager was defeated. 

Some time was lost in discussing 
the necessary constitutional amend- 
ments. Only one amendment was 
made to the constitution, the remain- 
der being Jeft. over for. a future 
meeting to “be called by the direc- 
The amendment passed per- 
tained to the increasing of the Board 
of Directors from ‘seven to nine 
members. 

‘The -delegates resent; represen- 
tative as they were of their various 
districts, alone had the power to 
vote.» Individual: members, while 
they expressed their feelings strong- 
ly, did not have this power. 

It was readily admitted by the 
delegates that they considered the 
financial situation of the Pool was 
in serious shape, and at-many times 
throughout the meéting “drastic ac- 
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Evidently } blinded by fog, an un- 
known aviator swooped over La- 
combe early ‘Tuesday morning, nar- 
rowly missing radio aerials, power 
lines, houses and garages, and land- 
ed in W. W. Hornby’s field; just 
north of town.

The cornerstone of the Lacombe 
and District Community Hospital 
was laid by Mayor E. H. Jones on 
Friday at 2 p.m. Deposited in the 
centre of the stone, a_ receptacle 
containing records denoting the 
date and time of building were laid. 
The articles consisted of: Copies of 
the Western Globe, Aug. 12, 19 and 
27; Canadian coins of 1937 mintage; 
a Goronation Medal of King George 
VI, and Queen Elizabeth; a Coro- 
nation program of the celebration 
held in Lacombe on May 12; metal 
tags issued this year by the Town 
of Lacombe, and a short history of 
the old Lacombe hospital. 

The history placed in the stone 
contained the names of the original 
founders of the old hospital, and the 
council members of the Municipal 
District of Crown and the Town of 
Lacombe who brought about the 
erection of the new building. 


Gives Brief Address 

Before. placing the ‘cornerstone, 
Mayor Jones, in a brief’ address, 
said he believed this occasion would 
be looked upon as one of the his- 
torical events of the town, and he 
hoped that in the new hospital the 
same ideals of efficiency which pre- 
vailed in the old hospital would be 
carried on.

On the south highway, the J. S. 
McCormick home presents some 
real pretty window boxes, filled 
with petunias, with a garden at the 
back featuring gladioli and dahlias. 
These, with the clinging vines 
reaching to the house top, give this 
home a picturesque appearance. 

Further along the old highway, 
Max Frizzell has one of the show 
places of Lacombe, Beautiful land- 
scaping around a house of stucco 
finish, with a front garden of bright 
red and yellow snapdragons, takes 
the eye of everyone passing. 

On the west end of Barnett Ave- 
nue, the Dr. Locke home has had 
a profusion of blooms in the win- 
dow boxes all summer, with a neat 
sidewalk border and a fine garden 
at the back.

B. F. Allison, Respected 
Clive Citizen, Dies . 


One of the most respected old- 
timers of the district, Benjamin 
Franklin Allison died at his home 
at Clive on Saturday, Aug. 28, at the 
ripe old age of 84 years. He was 
born at Foxboro, Ont., in 1853, and 
married Henrietta Wickett in 1877, 
both going to Minnesota to reside 
in 1880. They first came to Alberta 
in 1900 and settled in the Canyon 
district, near Blackfalds, the year 
after the C. and E. railroad was put 
in. They moved the following 
spring to Pleasant Valley, three 
miles south of the present village 
of Clive. 

Taking an active part in the devel- 
opment of the district, Mr, Allison 
was instrumental in organizing the 
movement to start the village of 
Clive and was the postmaster at 
Clive from 1911 to 1919, He was a 
councilor of the Municipal District 
of Lamberton No. 398 for many 
years and served as reeve during 
a part of that time, and took an 
active part in local and provincial 
politics. 

Since 1919 he had lived a retired 
life at-Clive. His wife predeceased 
him in 1921. 

Funeral services were held in the 
Clive Community Hall on Monday, 
Aug. 30th, the Rev. G. A. Kettyls 
officiating, with a large number of 
friends and acquaintances attending. 
Mr. Allison had been a member of 
the Masonic order for over 40 years, 
and members took charge of the ser- 
vice at the graveside. 

He is survived by three sons and 
three daughters: Mrs, Edward F, 
Schoeneck, Evanston, Ill; Mrs. Loy 
Coote and Fred Allison, Portland, 
Ore.; Ezra Allison, Spokane, Wash.;

The Premier and Mr. Fallow, it 
was testified, had been informed of 
the terms of the agreement early. in 
the year—the agreement by which 
50 per cent of the men employed on 
road construction were to be re- 
cruited from among relief recipi- 
ents.

Learned From Ottawa 

When they finally did hear about 
it, they learned it only from Ottawa 
directly rather than from their 
superiors in the government. 

By that time, much of the con- 
struction work had been completed 
without fulfillment of the terms of 
the Ottawa agreement regarding re- 
lief labor. When. the province 
claimed its grant for those sections 
of road, the provincial officials 
could write in only “Figures not yet 
available” in the space provided for 
a certificate assuring Ottawa that 
50 per cent of the workers had been 
taken from relief lists. The Domin- 
ion finally began to demand the 
figures. 

Ottawa compromised by agreeing 
that the full grant would be paid if 
half the men employed on the whole 
highway program during the season 
were shown to have been taken from 
relief lists. The provincial govern- 
ment tried to flood the work camps 
with men who had been on relief. 
It tried changing crews completely

Around the Town

Once more the province of Al 
berta is seething in political turmoil, 
which is not only disturbing the 
equanamity of the people but is so 
confusing the public issues that the 
electors may once again make a 
wrong turn, as they have done. on 
previous occasions, 

My purpose in this letter is to 
attempt by taking a step at a time, 
and a short step each time, to get 
through this maze of political con- 
fusion on to solid ground, where 
we all can reach some sort of sound 
opinion to which there can be no 
opposition, 


Let us begin with the recent ses-— 


sion of the Atberta Legislature. 


The Legislature passed three laws, 
the effect, of which in brief were 
as follows: 

1, Placing the banks under cer- 
tain control of the Provinee. 

2. .Preventing certain citizens 
from making use of the courts 
under certain conditions. 

I assert without any fear of ques- 
tioning that this is a fair summary 
of the effect of the three acts passed 
at the recent session. 

Those three: acts were unconstitu- 
tional. That is a definite and rather 
challenging statement, and I do not 
expect it to be accepted without 
some additional proof. I shall 
give my reasons for such a state- 
ment. 


1. Constitutional Authority. Who 
says that the acts are unconstitu- 
tional? 

Here are a few of the more con- 
vincing authorities : 


(a) The Minister of Justice of 

the Dominion of Canada. 

(b The retiring Attorney-Gen- 

eral of the Province of Al- 
berta. 

(c) The members of the Cana- 

dian Bar Association. 

To this list, I venture to add an- 
other list which includes every un. 
prejudiced ‘person who has made 
any study of the constitution of 
Canada. 

Who says it is constitutional? 

Mr. Maynard, a lawyer but not a 
legal authority, who speaks with 
much assurance about the suprem- 
acy ‘of the laws of God as he inter- 
prets them, as — the laws of 
men. 

One might add to that list Mr.

OIL PRODUCTS RELATIVELY 
LOW IN PRICE 
Throughout the last seven years 
of economic disturbance and price 
fluctuations, it is a fact that oil 
products have been relatively lower 
in price than other commodities. 
For. example, for more than 27 
months in a quite recent period, 
the field or posted price of crude 
oil produced in the mid-continent 
and southwest areas was unchanged, 
except. for small adjustments in 
fields with a limited supply. On 
January 9, 1936, prices were ad- 
vanced throughout the region. In 
some fields the advance was 10 
cents. a barrel, in others 15 cents. 
During this period, and for some 
time before, the oil industry itself, 
co-operating with authorities in the 
principal oil-producing states, 
worked successfully to bring about 
a condition under which crude oil 
production was held to the market 

demand for it. 

This is a policy in~-which the 
public interest is much concerned. 
On the one hand, it means greater 
conservation of petroleum resources 
by keeping the crude in the ground 
until it is needed. It likewise effec- 
tually answers much of the agita- 
tion concerning oil product prices, 
much of it founded on misunder- 
standing, and some of it on misin- 
formation.

ed_as miniature farms, and each 
school endeavors to compile a local 
garden. calendar. 

Beys are encouraged to find a 
profitable hobby for their leisure 
hours and 90 per cent of them have 
gardens at home by means of which 
they contribute to the family food

et. monéy. sis ‘ 
Records Are Kept

tables grown in school gardens are 
controlled by teachers and children, 
records of income and expenditure 
are kept and sales committees are 
appointed. Funds are used for buy-

thus fostering a spirit of pride and 
independence.

Poultry breeding is practiced in 
both town and country schools.

Withheld Large Sum 

Instead of handing over $403,000 
to the province, the Dominion with- 
held $162,000 of it—and many men 
on relief for whom the Dominion 
had intended employment had gone 
without work, 

In addition to losing that part of 
the grant, the province was faced 
with the necessity of continuing to 
maintain those men on relief, 

Mr. Fallow refused to produce 
the files bearing on the matter—the 
correspondence bet ween. himself 
and the Dominion—when it was re- 
quested by counsel for J. J, Bowlen, 
M.L.A., whose charges on the floor 
of the Legislature first precipitated 
the investigation. 

Another startling piece of evi- 
dence produced during the week 
was that showing that a return to 
the Legislature—a formal statement 
of information which the House had 
requested—contained false figures.

Figures From Other Years 
- A. P, Paull, office engineer in the 
department, told the Royal Commis- 
sioner that he, on instructions of the 
new ‘deputy, drew up figures on the 
basis of average costs of building 
other highways the previous year, 

Although purporting-..to repre- 
Sent the costs of grading the Ed- 
monton-Wetaskiwin , highway, they 
actually ‘bore no relation to that 
road, he admitted on the witness 
stand. 

The figures which he drew ‘up 
under instruction, and which were 
presented to the Legislature, repre- 
sented that the cost of grading the 
highway was 24.9 cents per cubic 
yard of “common excavation.” The 
true cost, he admitted, was 29.96 
cents per cubic yard on the Edmon- 
ton-Millet stretch, while another set 
of figures showed a cost of 335 
cents on the Leduc+Millet section. 

25 Miles Completed 

Although the estimate for build- 
ing the whole 38 miles had been set 
at $265,000 by the highway. commis- 
sioner, who was subsequently  dis- 
missed, the highway . actually cost 
$285,000—and only 25 miles of the 
projected 38 miles had been com- 
pleted, it was shown. 

The former -deputy minister and 
the former highway. commissioner 
testified that they had been kept in 
ignorance of many. new things in 
the highway program. Key officials 
who ‘were supposed to be subordi- 
nate to them were. hired without 
their knowledge or. approval, they 


said, and in some cases they learned |.

working out taxes in Manitoba 40 
years ago, followed by street main- 
tenance in Vermilion and by con- 
struction of ‘60 to. 70 rods” of pri- 
"vate road near that* town, was ap- 
pointed by Mr. Fallow as “general 
foreman” in charge of the Jasper 
highway work. 
McKone Gives Testimony | 

On the witness stand, Mr. 
Kone admitted that 
signed pay sheets without examin- 
ing them; that he had appointed 
another “general foreman” without 
consulting anyone—that man being 
put on the government payroll al- 
though at the same time he was the 
contractor to whom Mr. McKone, 
again without consulting his Ed- 
monton superiors, had given the 
contract for crushing and spread- 
ing gravel without arranging prices. 

Mr. McKond also admitted that 
from April to October he drove 
allowance of eight cents a mile, be- 
sides his wages as general foreman. 
It was brought out that at one time 
the Jasper highway camp was car- 
rying on its payroll two general 
foremen, one foreman, seven sub- 
foremen and three timekeepers. He 
also placed a government-paid man 
on duty at a filling station to look 
after contractors’ trucks, he said. 

Mr. Fallow had instructed him to 
hire three certain men and give them 
foremen’s jobs, Mr. McKone said, 
but had never told him to give pref- 
erence {to government supporters 
who wanted jobs. He said he “sure 
wouldn't” have got ‘his job if Mr. 
Fallow had not been elected and 


Kone. He is now working for one 
of the construction companies hold- 
ing a contract with the government, 
and is being paid $250 a month plus 
his automobile expenses, 

Another witness testified that an 
old automobile which had been con- 
verted into a truck but still could 
not.ecarryeeven three men efficient- 
ly, was hired by the government 
from an oil company agent at a rate 
of $9 a day. Periodically, this wit- 
ness said, a crew of five govern- 
ment-paid men equipped with a 
tractor and a wagon were sent on 
an expedition to get firewood for 
one of the contractors’ camps. Each 
trip cost the government $30 in 
wages and tractor hire to get one 
wagonload of firewood for the con- 


tractor, said the witness. 


There were many other startling 
bits of evidence’ during the first 
week of hearing. One statement 
showed that 10 trucks had been sold 
to the Department of Public Works 
by an old friend of Mr. Fallow, for 
instance. Another said that time- 
keepers on the government payroll 
also were instructed to keep books 
for the contractors.
